Two crises in China, a raging ma- 


gasoline which ties up drugs and 
surgical supplies in Storage depots, 
a threat to the lives of 40,000,000 
people, are the problems which face 
the new American Bureau for 
Medical Aid to China, of which 
Cornelius A. Wood has been named 
the American chairman by Col.

Col. Roosevelt and Mr. Wood will 
hame the members of the executive 
committee very shortly and will an- 
nounce plans for the l.unching of 
chapter activities. 

The Bureau has sent consider- 
able quantities of quinine to China 
to combat the epidemic, but lack of 
gasoline retarded the relief work. 
The Bureau hopes to prevent the 
recurrence of a gasoline shortage 
by establishing a fund to guarantee 
a monthly supply sufficient to keep 
every truck moving on its life- 
& ving journeys without a break.
